About Shotguns 
Germany Sends 
Note to America 


Note in Nature of Ultima- 
tum—Reprisals Threaten- 
ed— Prisoner on Whom 
Shotgun Is Found Forfeits 
Life. 


Amsterdam, September 29.—Ger- 
many, through the Swiss legation, has 


sent an ultimatum to the goverhment 
of the United States that if no satis- 
factory answer is forthcoming on Oc- 
tober 1 to the German protest about 
the use of shotguns by American 6ol- 
diers, “reprisals will be taken.” 

A semi-official telegram from Berlin 
gives the following additional details 
of the note: 

“From the prisoners captured dur- 
ing a skirmish between patrols on July 
27, a repeating shotgun was taken. The 
prisoners, who belonged to American 


cartridges, and each cartridge contain- 
ing nine shots of size .00. Another shot- 
Bun was captured on September ll, 
from the Third infantry regiment, of 
the Fifth American division. 

“The use of such weapons is forbid- 
den by The Hague convention as caus- 
ing unnecessary suffering. The Ger- 
man government protests energetically, 
and expects from the Unied States gov- 
ernment that steps will be taken imme- 
diately to discontinue the employment 
of shotguns. 

“It is poitned out to the government 
of the United States that a prisoner on 
whom a shotgun or shotgun ammuni- 
tion is found, forfeits his life.”

GERMANS DRIVEN 
BY BELGIANS. 


In Belgium, between Dixmude and 
Ypres, King Albert's men have pressed 
back the German front from four to five 
miles and taken 6,006 prisoners. Ground 
that the enemy had held since the in- 
vasion of Belgium in 1914 has been re- 
stored to Belgian ownership through 
the efforts of the mixed Belgian and 
British force, and at last accounts the 
allied forces were well on their way 
to the important junction town of 
Roulers. 

To the south from the region east of 
Arras to’ St. Quentin the British, with 
the Americans fighting on their right, 
everywhere have penetrated the Ger- 
man defenses over the 35-mile front. 
Desperate resistance was offered by the 
Germans, but the allied troops refused 
to be denied and swept through the 
remaining portions of the Hindenburg 
line and are standing, according to the 
latest reports, virtually on the door- 
steps of Cambrai. More than 16,000 
prisoners have been taken in this re- 
gion since Friday. 

Under the efforts of the British, 
American and French, the Germans 
have pressed forward northward from 
partment of the Somme and part of the 
depatment of the Ardennes now is in 
French hands for the first time since 
1914. 

In unison with the attacks to the 
north, the French along the battle front 
north and northeast of Soissons have 
delivered fresh attacks, under which 
the Germans are in retreat north of the 
Aisne toward the Ailette, indicating 
that the enemy line soon must be read- 
justed at least as far as Rheims, if not 
farther. The French now are on the 
banks of the Ailette river at the west- 
ern end of the Chemin-des-Dames, 
making it apparent that this strong 
defense line soon must be passed by 
in retreat northward. 


GAINS BY FRENCH 
AND AMERICANS. 


In Champagne and northwest of Ver- 
dun the Germans have sensed to the 
full the seriousness of the situation 
facing them—where further advances 
by the French and the Americans of 
necessity will compel the reeadjust- 
ment of the line from the north to the 
Swiss frontier. Large numbers of re- 
inforcements have been thrown into the 
battle in Champagne to halt the ag- 
vance of the French toward the impor- 
tant junction town of Vouziers, but 
nevertheless, General Gouraud’s men 
have pressed farward northward from 
the region east of Rheims to the north- 
ern fringes of the Argonne forest, tak- 
ing many positions of the highest 
strategic value. 

Meanwhile the Americans have also 
advanced their front, ‘capturing Bri- 
eulles-sur-Meuse and Romagne and, at 
last accounts, were progressing favor- 
ably northward along the Meuse valley 
and to the east of the Argonne forest, 
the turning of which by the combined 
forces of General Gouraud and General 
Liggett seems probable within a short 
time. 

The losses of the Teutonic allies on 
the western front since the allied of- 
fensive began July 18, have been 200,- 
600 made prisoner, and 3,000 guns, 
20,000 machine guns and enormous 
quantities of material captured. Forty 
thousand of the prisoners have been 
captured in the last three days. 


ALLIES CONTINUE 
DRIVE AT BULGARS. 


The Bulgarian delegates who are en- 
deavoring to arrive at terms with the 
allies under which Bulgaria will quit 
the war, have arrived in Saloniki, but 
the Italian, French, Greek, Serbian and

NAVY OFFICERS WILLING 
TO PAY NEW INCOME TAX 


Washington, September 29.—Navy 
officers generally have no wish to be 
exempted from the new income tax, 
Secretary Daniels has informed Chair- 
man Simmons, of the senate finance 
committee. In a letter made public 
today Mr. Daniels said that most of- 
ficers regard it as a privilege to pay 
their share of war taxes and he urged 
that no exemptions whatever be ex- 
tended them in the pending revenue 
bill. 

The letter was prompted by an 
amendment offered to the bill which 
would have exempted from the income 
tax levy army and navy officers serv- 
ing abroad. Mr. Daniels said that in 
any case it would be unfair to differ- 
entiate between these officers ana 
those serving at home and he asks 
whatever action congress takes shall 
apply to all naval officers alike. 

“Tlf I may be permitted to express 
an opinion upon the matter,” said the 
secretary in conclusion, “it is my judg- 
ment that the income tax should be 
paid alike by everyone—those in the 
naval service and all other military 
service as well as those in civilian 
walks of life.”

| TRIUMPH THE ONLY “TERMS!” 


President Wilson in his great speech to 
the Liberty Loan workers in New York very 
appropriately laid stress upon the fact that 
this country will accept no peace proposal 
from the enemy that is not based upon an 
ungualified acceptance of our terms. 

“Germany,” he said, “is constantly in- 
timating the ‘terms’ she will accept; and 
always finds that the world does not want 
‘terms.’ It wishes the final triumph. of jus 
tice and fair dealings.” 

“At every turn of the war,” the president 
declared, “we gain a fresh consciousness of 
what we mean to accomplish by it:” and, 
he said further on, “the German people 
must by this time be fully awaré that we 
cannot accept the word of those who forced 
this war upon us . 

Russia was «ee initio an acceptance 
of the Brest-Litovsk treaty; Rumania was 
forced into an acceptance of the treaty of 
Bucharest—both to their distinct sorrow. 

It is idle for anybody, friend or foe, now 
to admit ever the possibility of our, or any 
other of our associated nations, being tricked 
into the same sort of “peace.” or into any 
sort of peace short of unconu.:jonal and ab- 
solute victory. 

With characteristic force the president 
reviewed the circumstances which culmi- 
nated in our belligerency. 

“We came into it” (the war), he said— 


“when its character had become fully 
defined and it was plain that no nation 
could stand apart or be indifferent to its 
outcome, Ita challenge drove to the heart 
of everything we eared for and lived for. 
Our brothers from ‘many lands, as well 
as our own, murdered, dead under the 
séa, were calling to us, and we re- 
sponded, fiercely and of course.” 


And, in clean-cut terms and with telling 
effect he epitomized in one short paragraph 
the only end that can bring peace. 

“The air was clear about us,” 
clared— 


he de- 


“We saw things in their full, convincing 
proportions as they were; and we have 
seen them with steady eyes and wn- 
changing comprehension éver since. We 
accepted the issues of the War as facts, 
not as any group of men, either here or 
elsewhere, had defined them, and we can 
accept no outcome which does not 
squarely meet and settle them.” 


Those “issues,” he said are, these: 


“Shall the military power of any nation 
or group of nations be suffered to deter- 
mine the fortunes of peoples over whom 
they have no right to rule except the 
right of force? 

“Shall strong nations be free to wrong 
weak nations and make them subject to 
their purpose and interest? 

“Shall peoples be ruled and dominated, » 
even in their own private affairs, by 
arbitrary and irresponsible force or by 
their own will and choice? 

“Shall there be a common standard of 
right and privilege for all peoples and 
nations or shall the strong do as they 
will and the weak suffer without redress? 

“Shall the assertion of right be hap- 
hazard and by casual alliance or shall 
there be a common concert to oblige the 
observance of common rights?” 

The essential substance of his remark- 
able address was simply a reiteration of 
what he has said upon previous occasions, 
and which has been unanimously concurred 
in by our cobelligerents. But it is goad 
doctrine, and the reiteration of it from time 
to time only emphasizes our candor and 
our determination to “fight it out on this 
‘line if it takes all summer’’—or ten sum- 
mers! 

And it serves a good purpose, further- 
more, in reassuring humanity and at the 
same time in letting the enemy understand 
fully that there has been no weakening of 
our will to fight on until peace comes by a 
guarantee of “impartial justice” for all the 


world and forever.

The Power Situation 
in the United States 


Two of the most important domestic | 
problems facing the United States at the 
present time concern thé “supply of power 
necessary to maintain thé tndustria! activi- 


i 


ties of the country and the adequacy of} 


transportation to move the raw materials 
and finished products involved in these ac- 
tivities. As the coal consumed in the United 
States engages over a third of the freight 
capacity of our railroadé, and more and more 
coal is being used, the result is a growing 


burden upon transportation which must be | 


relieved. The power problem and the trans-. 
portation problem, therefore, are really dif- 
ferent expressions of a single fundamental 
issue. 

In this connection the United States Na- 
tional Museum, Smithsénian Institution, has. 
just issued a 50-page bulletin, entitled 
“Power: Its Significance and Needs,” which 
gives a clear analysis of the whole situa- 
tion and presents a plan whereby the prob- 
lems of water power, ¢oal supply and 
tramsportation may find an adequate and 
single solution. This contribution is by 
Chester G. Gilbert and Joseph E. Pogue, of} 
the decision of mineral technology and. is 
Part 5 of Bulletin. 102, the Mineral Indus- 
tries of the United States, which has already 
dealt constructively with such mattere As 
coal products, fertilizers, domestic fuel and 
petroleum. 

Quoting from the conclusions of the au- 
thors of this buHetin, it is stated: 

“The righting of the power situation re- 
quires (1) the establishment of a comprehen- 
sive system of electric transmission lines to 
be administered as a common carrier system 
like the railway. (2) The provision of auch 
a system will necessitate the co-ordinated 
growth of central power stations in coal 
fields and at water power sites, and in doing 
20 will open to business enterprise a tre- 
mendous field of opportunity hitherto closed 
off from entry, and thus lead to the balenced 
development of the two major é@nergy re- 
sources, coal and water power. (3) The 
principle of multiple production, recognized 
and incorporated in national policy, will sup- 
plement the additional service gained through 
the organized employment of the electrical 
principle; applied to the production of coal- 
generated electricity, and, through the 
medium of municipal public utility plants, to 
the distributive employment of coal, this 
principle will effectively correlate the re- 
covery of the commodity and energy values, 
so as ultimately to effect a full saving of 
the former and an increased gain of the lat- 
ter, thus permitting a further relative 
diminution of the amount of fue) calling for 
transportation in bulky form. The first two 
points reducé themselves to a single issue, 
which is purely a business proposition to be 
handled by a business organization; tfre 
third item is more intangible and it is a 


matter of policy, which, therefore, cannot be , 


delegated or otherwise handled in objective 
fashion. 

“The provision of a common carrier sys- 
tem of transmission lines, in brief, is the 
key to the whole problem. Its estabalish- 
ment will remove the retarding influence of 
high interest rates and antagonistic misun- 
derstanding that has blocked water power 
development, and will afford the point of de- 
parture from precedent in favor of coal field 
generation of electricity. Owing to the mag- 
nitude of the issue and the manifold lines of 
progress directly at stake, the development 
will prove a nuclear point for thé establish~ 
ment of a constructive economic policy, 
needed not merely for the full development 
of this field, but as well for the proper un- 
foldment of the industrial possibilities of 
the country in general. As such a policy has 
not developed in the past because of economic 
séectionalism growing chiefly out of an un- 
equalized development of the energy re- 
sources, the nationalization of industrial op- 
portunity attainable through a balanced de- 
velopment! of power supply will clear the 
path of the main obstruction to unified ac- 
tion. 

“Thus specific action in respect to estab- 
lishing a common carrier system adapted to 
the power needs of the country will not only 
go far toward solving the problem of trans- 
portation, but it will improve the fuel sup- 
ply, correct the economic fallacy of drawing 
upon capital resources while néglectful of in- 
come, contribute to the recovery of the 
values now lost in the consumption of raw 
coal. lead to an adequate development of 
electrochemical activities, cut off a needless 
annual expenditure running weli beyond the 
billion dollar mark, and constituté a potent 
contribution in the direction of stimulating 
the upgrowth of a constructive economic 
policy of national scope attuned to the needs 
of modern industrial’ development. It is be- 
lieved that these results would involve na- 
tional economies, offsetting in large part the 
cost of the war.”

So when the doughboys and the artillery 
and the signal corps began-sending repre- 
sentatives back to visit the dressing sta- 
tions, the Salvation Army came to the fore 
with those Italian lemons, beaucoup sUgar 
and barrels of clean, cold water which they 
brought up on a Ford delivery truck.

Health Instructions 
_ Through Draft Boards 


Provost Marshal General Crowder has 
called attention to a circular of instructions 
prepared by the United States public health 
service for registrants declined in the draft 
because of physical bo ege The circular, 
copies of which have en placed in a)!] the 
local draft boards throughout the country, 
is the result of a recommendation made to 
General Crowder by Surgeon General Rupert 
Blue, of the United States public health serv- 
ice. The surgeon general points out that in 
the first draft about one-third of the men 
examined were rejected for physical disabil- 
ities and that hundreds of thousands will be 
added as a result of the examinations to be 
made of the new registrants. 

“It is highly desirable,” said Surgeon 
General Blue, “that the men found to be 
disqualified for military service by the ex- 
amining physicians of the local draft boards 
should receive definite instructions as to the 
meaning of their disabilities and that a 
strong appeal be made to them to correct 
these disabilities as far as possible. But 
the object of this measure is not only to re- 
claim men for military service or for such 
service as they can perform, but to lessen 
the burden of lilness and disability among 
those engaged in essential industrial work. 
It is hoped that the instruction in this cir- 
cular, which is really a primer of the physi- 
cal defects of the nation, will réach far be- 
yond the draft board and be utilized by all 
agencies interested in improving the public 
health to instruct the people with regard to 
their physical deficiencies and the ways and 
means by which they can be remedied.” 


According to the United States public 
health servicé, experience everywhere shows 
that the proportion of persons with physical 
impairments is considerably greater in per- 
sons between 80 and 40 than in those be- 
tween 20 and 30 years of age. This waning 
vitality at ages over 30, so commonly accept- 
ed as inevitable, can be postponed to a large 
extent. In this connection, it Is pointed out 
that 60 per cent of the physical defects found 
in the last draft were of a preventable or 
curable nature. 

In addition to furnishing all the local 
draft boards throughout the country with 
a sufficient number of the cifculars to sup- 
ply one to each registrant rejected because 
of physical disability, arrangements have 
been made to furnish specimens of the cir- 
cular to life insurance companies, fraternal 
organizations, labor unions, employers of la- 
bor and others who desire to reprint the 
circular in its present official form for wider 
distribution. 

“The United States public health service 
will be glad to furnish specimens of this 
circular on application and urges all organ- 
izations that can reach large groups of peo- 
ple to reprint and distribute the circular and 
thus contribute materially to the public wel- 
fare and the national defense.” 

The circular issued by the United States 
public health service is entitled “Information 
for Guidance and Assistance of Registrants 
Disqualified for Active Military Bervice Be- 
cause of Physical Defects.” It ig a four- 
page leaflet, containing specific information, 
relating to the commoner causes of rejec- 
tion or deferred classification, e, g., defective 
eyesight, teeth and disease, feet, under- 
weight, overweight, hernia, hemorrhoids, va- 
ricocele, varicose veins, bladder, kidney and 
urinary disorders, ear trouble, heart affec- 
tions, high blood pressure, lung troubie, 
rheumatism, venereal disease, alcohol, nerv- 
ous and mental disease, and miscéllaneous 
conditions. The information is presented in 
simple form and has been approved by the 
highest mé@dicai authorities. At the end is 
a striking quotation from President Wilson: 
“It is not an army we must shape and train 
for war; it is @ mation.”

“Many of the men undoubtedly do 
make rugs and weaye baskets and the 
like, but it should ‘be clearly under- 


They are given this work to do by the 
hospital authorities im order to keep 
them cheerful, to prevent too much in- 
trospection, to give some sort of in- 
terest and make the time pass more 
easily than if they were utterly idle. 
Trained for Other Work. 

“Of those left in the hospitals who 
are disabled so that they are not fit 
for further military duty. there is a 
further rogram for which the gov- 
ernment is responsible and which is 
thoroughlv adequate for all needs. 

“If it appears that a man will not be 
able to return to military duty, and if 
he is so disabled that he cannot return, 
to his former occupation, the United 
States government will train him for 
another; and when he has finished that 
training, will place him in the occu- 
pation for which he has been qualified. 
This training commences as early as 
possible in the hospital. During the 
tedium of convalescence he is given 
some phase of the instruction which 
leads up to the course he will follow 
after convalescence is ended. 

“The federal board for vocational 
education charged by the government 
with the duty of re-educating the men, 
has in each hospital a ‘vocational ad- 
viser’' a man of broad general infor- 
mation regarding the trades, busi- 
nesses, professions and callings, their 
processes and requirements. He serves 
under a ‘district vocational officer’ and 
these work in harmony with the med- 
ical and surgical authorities, and, of 
course, subordinate to the latter while 
in the hospitals. 

“When it appears that a man has 
been injured so badly that he will not 
be returned for duty, but discharged 
from the service, and by reason of his 
disabilities will not be able to continue 
his former occupation, the ‘vocational 
adviser’ goes over the situation with 
him regarding his wishes and what is 
best for him in the way of the free 
re-training -the government will pro- 
vide. It is entirely optional and volun- 
tary with the ishived man. He may 
take it or leave it, just as he pleases. 

After Leaving Hospital. 

“On the discharge of the disabled 
men from the hospital he becomes a 
civilian and his relations are then only 
with the federal board and the bureau 
of war risk insurance. 

“Tf after discharge and entering civil 
life he finds he is handicapped by rea- 
son of his tnjuries, he may still make 
application to the federal board and re- 
ceive training. While he is engaged 
in taking the course which hé has elect- 
ed he is supported by an allowance from 
the war risk insurancé bureau, supple- 
mented ‘by payments from the federal 
board for other necessary expenses. 
His allotments or allowances to hia de- 
pendents are continued during: his 
period of training precisely as if he 
were still in the army or navy. He may 
first be sent to a school of an agricul- 
tural or technological institution which 
has been approved by the federal board. 
His instruction is paid fof and super- 
vised by the federal board for voca. 
tional education. It will be thoroughly 
practical in its essen and de- 
signed to turn out a practical man in:

Washington, September 29.—All 
banks and trust companies in which 
funds of the railroad administration 
or of the various federal treasuries are 
deposited must pay 2 per cent interest 
on deposits, payable by check or de- 
mand, and 3 per cent on time deposits, 
payable after thirty days.

GERMANS TRYING 
TO HALT AMERICANS. 


With the American Army Northwest 
of Verdun, September 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—-With the Challerange 
railroad line severed on the left by the 
French, the Germans are strengthening 
their forces on the front facing the 
Americans in an effort to delay and to 
halt entirely, if possible, the American 
thrust which may force the Gefmans 
to abandon the northern part of the 
Argonne forest between the Aisne and 
the Aire.

With the Few Exceptions 
Permitted, Sunday Was 
Practically a Gasolineless 
Day, Reports J. W. Gold- 
smith, Jr. 


Tf there’s such a thing as qualifying 
a gasolineless day, then yesterday was 
probably the most gasolineless Sunday 
since the government's regulation went 
into effect a few weeks ago. 

It was a wonderful day for automo- 
biling, but Mr. Atlantan and his good 
wife left the car in the garage and 
boarded the plebelan (and now patriotic) 
trolley, or went for an afternoon str >il, 
thus conserving gasoline for Uncle 
Sam’s essential war work. 

“T haven't heard from my committee 
of 100 patriotic citizens, or from the 
police department,” said J. W. Gold- 
smith, Jr., last night, “but from what 
I can observe, the regulation was quite 
generally observed all over the city. I 
am well pleased with the way the 
people of Atianta are abiding by the 
government's request to eliminate Sun- 
day joyriding.” 

The streets of the city were practi- 
cally devoid of automobiles throughout 
the day, and the few cars to be seen 
bore the proper insignia upon their 
windshields, indicating that they were 
being used in essential work.

DAUDET ENTHUSIASTIC 
ABOUT THE AMERICANS 


Paris, September 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—Leon 
Daudet, son of Alphone Daudet and 
editor of The Action Francaise, recent- 
ly visited somescenes of American ac- 
tivity behind the lines, and his enghu- 
siasm is unbounded. 

“What cordial frankness they show,” 
he writes of the American soldier. 
“To the inhabitants they offer their 
bread, preserves and cigarettes with a 
charming gesture which seems to say, 
‘Are we not brothers? They are full 
of politeness to every woman, no mat- 
ter. what her age, and of kindness to 
every child. 

‘In a station, in the middle of the 
night, I saw some poor little kiddies, 
the family of refugees, sleeping on the 
floor. Two American officers passed. 
They atopped, looked, shook their 
heads, then, without a word, threw 
over the youngsters their overcoats 
which they were ee on their 
arms. They themselves sat down near- 


‘by and waited for two hours in the cold 
. air of the dawn. 


“A French aviator, instructor at a 
flying school for Americans, said to me, 
“They are remarkable pupils, their do- 
cility and modesty are wonderful. They 
learn rapidly and retain everything, and 
their gratitude to their teachers is ex- 
treme. They burn to avenge the devas- 
tation of France.” 

After speaking of the American Red 
Cross hospital trains with the greatest 
admiration, Daudet concludes: 

“To the French, to the English, still 
full of valor but exhausted by four 
years of terrible war, the Americans 
are bringing their fresh blood. The 
older fighters, seeing this glorious aid 
arrive, understanding its valor and
